BORDER TRADE THAT 
WILL STOP, 


Commenting on the tariff of three 
shillings a head on imported poultry into 
the Free State, Mr. Carton, a member of 
the firm of Carton Brothers, poultry 
merchants of Dublin, told; an Irish Times 
reporter yesterday evening that he thought 
the tariff was mainly directed against the 
poultry farmers of Northern Ireland. 

Earlier in the year, he said, a tariff was 
imposed on poultry imported dead from 
Northern Ireland, and the Northern 
farmers evaded the tariff by sending the 
poultry across the border alive and having 
them killed in the Free State. Mr. Carton 
was of the opinion that the tariff would 
give a fillip to the poultry industry in the 
Free State, as it would enable the farmers 
to have the market to themselves. He 
could not understand why the tariff was so 
high, because, he said, a tariff of sixpence 
a head would be sufficient to give Free 
State farmers the home market. 

He thought that the tariff was expedient 
because the export trade of poultry from 
the Free State was virtually killed as the 
result of the ten per cent. duty on Free 
State poultry going into Great Britain. 
Farmers in the twenty-six counties were 
only getting 16s. for every £1 worth of 
goods sent to Great Britain, while live 
fowl was being sent from Northern Ireland 
into the Free State free of duty. 

In respect of the tariff on geese, turkeys 
and ducks, Mr. Carton said that these 
tarifis were of little use at the present 
time, as trade in them was of no conse- 
quence.

SHEEP DUTY WILL HAVE 
LITTLE EFFECT. 


Mr. Patrick Leonard; the Dublin live- 
stock dealer, said to an Irish Times 3e- 
porter last night with regard to the duty 
of lls. ód. a head on imported sheep that 
the duty would have very little effect in 
any way, as there were very few of these 
animals imported into this country. 

The number of sheep imported into the 
country was almost negligible, he said, and 
he could not very well understand why 
such a duty was imposed. The only sheep 
imported into the country were about 
twenty rams a year to replenish the blood 
of sheep already in the country. 

Mr. Frank Vaugh, of Messrs. Gavin 
Low, live-stock dealers, also said that there 
were very few sheep imported into this 
country, and he could not understand why 
the duty was imposed. 

‘“‘ About the only sheep imported into 
the Free State are those for breeding 
purposes,” he said, “ and these are very 
few innumber. A breeder might go across 
the water about once in two years and buy 
five or ten ewes and, perhaps, a ram, and 
that would be all. It is only the large 
sheep farmers who go to Great Britain and 
buy sheep for breeding purposes.’’

Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly, the lead:r of the 
delegation, believes that the hope of an 
early settlement with Great Britain is no 
ephemeral thing. On the contrary, he 
believes that the hope will become a 
reality before very long. Mr. O'Kelly 
said so yesterday morning when I talked 
to him about his conversations with 
British Ministers at Ottawa concerning the 
basis on which agreement between the two 
countries may be founded. 

Mr. O’Kelly was frank. There were 
many conversations, he told me; not 
flippant snatches of talk at meals, at idle 
moments, or over the bridge tables, as 
had been reported. They were serious 
talks in every aspect. Suggestions for 
settlement were made by both parties, the 
differences of opinion which have brought 
about the dispute were discussed quite 
dispassionately, and the exchange of views 
has made the way easier. 

Mr. O’Kelly told me that it is not true 
that the Free State delegation rejected 
proposals which came from the British 
side. The Free Staty delegation v + not

at Ottawa to reject proposals of any sort. 
Mr. Thomas did not throw down sugges- 
tions made by the Free State representa- 
tives. Those suggestions or proposals, 
cal] them what you will, stand to-day as 
they stood at Ottawa, and negotiation can 
take place on them if both sides to the 
dispute agree to negotiate. 

That precisely i; the position as out- 
lined by Mr. O’Kelly, and borne out sub- 
stantially by Mr. Sean Lemass, the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce. 

Mr. Lemass said that there is ample 
room for optimism regarding a settlement, 
and the friendship which sprang up 
between the representatives of Britain and 
the Free State over their numerous talks 
will become a valuable factor in future 
negotiations. 


THE DISCUSSIONS. 


Coming down to essentials, Mr. O'Kelly 
told me that the discussions centred 
round the retention of the land annuities, 
the abolition of the Oath, and further the 
position of the Free State in the British 
Commonwealth of Nations, and her wish 
if she desired to secede from or remain a 
member of the Commonwealth, 

Mr. O’Kelly, I gathered from him, told 
Mr. Thomas that at the moment talk of 
secession has no basis in fact, that the 
Free State desires to remain a member of 
the Society, and it was from that sub- 
stantial point that talks on the land 
annuity payments and the Oath Bill con- 
tinued. 

I asked Mr. O’Kelly if Mr. Thomas at 
any time during the talks indicated that 
he might suggest to the British Cabinet 
that the Free State be given some con- 
cessions in her payments due to Britain. 
On that one point Mr. O’Kelly was not 
quite so satisfactory in his answer. He 
told me that at one time he felt that Mr. 
Thomas might have been playing with the 
idea of suggesting some such course, that 
at another time Mr. Thomas seemed to 
harden definitely against the idea, and 
then Mr. O’Kelly covered up the meaning 
of his words by saying that in negotia- 
tions, if resumed, such a thing as the 
granting of a concession, however small, 
would be discussed with some definite pur- 
pose in view. At Ottawa they were play- 
ing at solving a tedious puzzle, searching 
for the right lines on which to proceed, 
and then leaving it at that until a later 


day. 
IRISH UNITY. 


The question of ultimate Irish unity was 
not, I understand, discussed at such 
relative length as the more immediate 
matters. The chances of settlement of the 

resent dispute will not be enhanced or 
impaired by reference to the unity ques- 
tion. It will not count in any major 
degree; so no hopes or fears may be 
encouraged around it, I am told. The 
unity of Ireland provided an excellent 
“talking point’ at Ottawa—nothing 
more. 

The British delegates, Mr. O’Kelly said, 
had now got a better idea of the case 
being made by the Free State Government 
for the retention of certain moneys, and 
the frequent exchanges of views should, 
he thought, make negotiations easier. Mr. 
Thomas was informed from time to time 
during the Conference that the attitude 
of Mr.-de Valera and his Government had 
not changed on any matter discussed at 
the L«ndon Conference. 


AGREEMENTS WITH

The Free State Government will go 
through the procedure of legislating these 
agreements, and waiting for results. An 
agreement with Australia has apparently 
not been completed, and Mr. Bruce may 
come to Dublin in connection with it.

When questioned about the Ottawa 
peace talks, Mr. Lemass said that they 
had been satisfactory up to a point, which 
was that the Free State delegation made 
its point, and that Mr. Thomas and his 
friends made their point. He would not 
commit himself to any statement about 
ultimate settlement on any of the sug- 
gestions made at Ottawa, but he was 
hopeful that the exchange of views would 
bring some real good. 

Senator Thomas Johnson, the leader 
of the Labour Party in the Senate, who 
went to Ottawa as external adviser, was 
the most silent member of the party. He 
had no views to express, except one, that 
he was glad to be home again.

EXECUTIVE COUNCIL'S 
OBJECT, 


The publication by the Executive 
i Council of a new Order, under the 
| Lmergency Imposition of Duties Act, im- 
| posing tariffs on sheep and _ poultry 
| imported into the Free State has 
| interested a great many people, annoyed 
| quite a number, and puzzled not a few. 
| the Order may be said to be mainly 
| directed against Northern Ireland; for 
| it is from that area that the Free State 
‘gets the bulk of its imports under the 
| headings mentioned, and then they are 
not so great as to cause any undue feelin 

of uneasiness to the home iúimhad 
i industry. 

| The imports can be accounted for 
mainly by the normal transactions taking 
place along the border, and carry no un- 
usual importance, It is for that specific 
reason that many people in the Free State 
who have had unwelcome experience of 
the Government’s efforts towards the 
creation of a high wall tariff policy look 
for some reason for the publication of the 
new Order. 

Revenue cannot be derived from the 
operations of the new Order; for the taxes 
are prohibitive. The net value of the 
imports of poultry and sheep to the Free 
State is calculated to be about £42,626 
annually. It is so small as to be almost 
negligible in a country like the Free State, 
where the value of live-stoek runs into 
millions. 

It cannot be presumed that the publica- 
tion of last night’s Order means that Mr. 
de Valera and his Government wish the 
economic war to become more intense and 
that he has adopted this method of 
making it more intense. Last night’s 
Order does not affect the issue in any 
way that can be treated seriously. Tho 
Irish farmer, he apparently realises, has 
lost the best portion of the available 
market for his live-stock, and by this 
Order he means to preserve, perhaps in 
the only possible way, the home market. 
Agricultural Ireland has lost millions, 
and Mr. de Valera now offers her a few 
thousands. 

The new tariff Order will not disturb 
trade to any appreciable extent, even in 
Northern Ireland. The animals and fowl 
that came ordinarily to the Free State 
will now go to Britain, and have been 
going there since the beginning of the 
economic dispute, to meet a demand ‘n 
the British market. The value of animals 
has fallen in the Free State. and there 
was no market for imported sheep or, to a 
lesser extent, poultry. On that ground 
alone the Government’s latest Order has 
not alarmed many people. 

The new tariff Order is regarded in 
some quarters as ‘‘a little political 
gesture,’’ and that opinion seems not to 
have strayed far from the facts of the 
economic situation as they appear. While 
there is hope that the conflict will be 
ended soon, perhaps the President wants 
it to be known that there are means 
whereby his wishes for a settlement 
favourable to the Free State can be 
pressed to the bitter end. Other Orders 
are in contemplation by the Free State 
Government, but whether they will ever 
see the light of day will depend on the 
manner in which the economic dispute 
directs its course.

PROMOTIONS IN THE 
CIVIL SERVICE.

COMPETITIVE 
EXAMINATIONS. ' 


Mr. A. Heron, General Secretary of the 
Civil Service Clerical Association, writes :— 

The question of promotions has been 
agitating the Civil Service since the late 
Minister for Finance suspended all promotion 
of writing assistants and clerical officers in 
1926. Just prior to the change of Govern- 
ment promotions were resumed on a small 
scale in the case of the former grade, but 
the method of selection was byl competitive 
examination, and officers of long \service were 
placed at an obvious disadvantage in com- 
petition with younger officers who had been 
more recently at school. The Association un- 
successfully represented to the late Minister 
for Finance that the main factors in deter- 
mining the promotion of an officer should 
be seniority, efficiency and suitability for the 
higher post. “ 

in the case of the clerical officer grade, it 
was confidently expected that promotions 
would be resumed immediately after the 
change of Government, and an official an- 
nouncement to this effect was received with 
much satisfaction by the officers concerned. 
It has now, unfortunately, come to light that 
the “- ban ” is only nominally being removed. 
The objectionable system of promotion by 
competitive examination is to be enforced in 
the case of promotions from the clerical to 
the executive grade, and the number of 
vacancies offered render the prospects of the 
average clerical officer negligible. It is an- 
nounced that an examination will be held in 
November for “not less than two posts as 
junior executive officer.” There are 1,655 
clerical officers in the Service, so that the 
incidence of promotion will be less than one 
in eight hundred. The official] attitude on 
this question cannot be defended even on 
the grounds of lack of vacancies, because re- 
cruitment by open competition to the execu- 
tive grade is still being continued. 

It .is the contention of the Civil Service 
Clerical Association that service experience is 
an important qualification for the filling of a 
higher post, and that it is unjust to the lower 
grades and inimical to the efficiency of the 
service that such posts should be filled hy 
recruitment. from outside while suitable 
material can be found in the lower ranks of 
the Service.

The 
greatest amount of sunlight must be had in 
ithe rooms, and houses must be set back at 
least 35 feet from the centre of any adjoining

NEEDY CASES FIRST. 

The Minister, it is stated in the letter to 
the local bodies, trusts that urban local 
authorities will now to deal with the 
unhealthy houses and areas in their districts, 
and to carry out schemes for the housing of 
all persons of the working classes not in a 
position to secure suitable accommodation 
through other agencies. _ The generous sub- 
sidies now made available are sufficient to 
enable the most needy cases to be dealt with 
at the outset. i 

lt is the aim of the Government to have 
the housing needs of the people fully satis- 
fied “within a period of ten years, and, to 
this end, local authorities are requested to 
formulate at once and submit to the Minis- 
ter, proposals to deal with at least one-fourth 
of their slums problem and to provide at 
least one-fourth of their estimated total 
housing needs within the nexé three years. 
While these schemes are in progress local 
authorities’ will he asked to re-survey their 
areas and formulate proposals to deal with 
the balance of their aise and housing pro- 
blems within a further period not exceeding 
seven years. 
_ The Minister hopes to be in a position to 
introduce a tewn planning measure during 
the next session; and, in the meantime, local 
authorities are urged, in the preparation of 
housing schemes, to give special considera- 
tion to the development of their districts in 
accordance with town planning principles, and 
in paiticular, in the planning of large hous- 
ing areas, to make adequate provision for 
open spaces and children’s playgrounds.

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WHEAT LAND? 


FARMER'S REPLY 
TO MR. AIKEN. 


—“—ái— 


An Irish farmer, writing on August 29 
says :—Being a Meath farmer, and engaged 
as stich for close on thirty years, I read with 
much amazement the refererices made by 
Mr. F. Aiken, T.D., in Navan yesterday, 
Referring to wheat-growing in Meath, he 
said: ‘‘Meath land was the best wheat- 
growing land in the world, and in Meath the 
average production per acre would be up to 
30 cwt., and in very land two tons." 
What are the facts? I quote the following 
from the annual report by the Agricultural 
Instructor, which is issued in booklet form 
to the public by the Meath County Com- 
mittee of Agriculture. The annual report, 
1927-28, says re wheat—‘*‘ Eleven demonstvra- 
tion plots were laid down by me at different 
centres. Unfortunately three of them had to 
be ploughed up, owing to the bad winter and 
spring; the other eight were very satisfac- 
tory. The average yield of the eight 
demonstration plots carried out by the 
Agricultural expert was 18} cwts. per statute 
acre. 
I'he annual report, 1929-50, re wheat says— 
“ Unfortunately three of them had to be 
ploughed up, owing to bad winter and 
spring; the other eight were very satisfac- 
tory, and gave an average yield of nine 
barrels per Trish acre.” That is a yield of 
14 cwt. per statute acre. 
Last year’s annual report, 1950-31, says re 
wheat--‘‘ Two wheat variety trials were laid 
down at different centres in the county. One 
had to be ploughed up in early spring, owing 
to seed having rotted on account of the 
sodden condition of the land, and at the 
other centre the results, on account of the 
very wet seasun, were comparatively poor.” 
I am sure it is scarcely necessary for 
politicians, outsiders and ‘‘armchair farmers”’ 
to instruct Meath farmers on the particular 
branch of farming th y should adopt; but 
when we farmers hear such a lot of 
exaggerated rubbish about the benefits 
accruing Írom growing wheat, it is only fair 
to the Meath farmer in particular for the 
public to be informed of the results of the 
cfficial trials of wheat-growing in the county.

DES MOINES, LOWA, Tuesday. 


The situation resulting from the “ farmers’ 
holiday.’ or strike for higher prices, in lowa 
is now described as intolerable 

Iisorder on a wide scale has des eloped in 
the wake of the movement, which is an 
attempt on the part of farmers to starve the 
| cities into paying at least enough for farm 
produce to reunburse the men who raised it, 
and involves picketing the roads to prevent 
“ blackleg " food cargoes from reaching the 
towns. This has to a great extent alienated 
public opinion, which was a. first sympathetic 
to the farmers. 

The authorities here arrested eight farmers 
engaged on picket work, wearing the khaki 
shirts characteristic of the strikers, and 
escorted ten lorries loaded with food supplies 
through the picket lines. Plans have further 
been laid to swell the ranks of the enforce- 
ment officers by another 100 men.
